Her father objected strenuously to her 
gerowing' fondness for Young. He knew 
Young’s reputation. He knew that Two-Gun 
Young was a trouble-maker, and like all 
trouble-makers led a stormy, dangerous life. 
More than that, Young was married and the 
ather of two little girls. Although he was 
separated from his wife, Mrs. Péarl B.) Young 
of Watseka, Ill., she had not divorced him. 

Maude Simecox, of course, was the more 
determined by her father’s opposition. She 
pitied the lone wolf in Glenn Young. When 
men or newspapers called him a mercenary 
and a bully and a braggart, she raged. He 
was fighting on the rifht side, wasn’t he? 
It did not matter so much how he fought, 
did it? . He had te be hard; his enemies 
were hard. He had to shoot sometimes, or 
his enemies would shoot. é 

Mrs. Young, spurred no doubt by wide- 
spread talk of her husband's association with 
Miss Simcox filed suit for divorce in 1921, 
but she did not name a co-respondent. ‘Her 
charges were cruelty and neglect. The court 
granted her a decree with custody of her 
children and $50 a month alimony. 

The way now partly clear, Young and 
Maude Simcox eloped. In doing so they de- 
fied the Illinois statute against remarriage of 
divorced persons within two years of the. di- 
yorce. But the bride was plunging into worse 
trouble than this. She had become the wife 
of Glenn Young, klansman and liquor raider, 
7 of four years was before 
them. ri, 

She soon learned that law enforcement is 
not the simple thing she thought.

Charges of misconduct, always vague but 
persistent, caused Young to be dropped from 
the Federal Prohibition force. He was out 
of a job when the Ku Klux Klan started up 
in Illinois. 

Why the Ku Klux Klan started is an open 
question. Its opponents say it was born in 
race hatred; fanaticism, jealousy and tyran- 
ny. Mrs. Glenn Young saw it differently. She 
had visited the Illinois coal towns with her 
husband. She had seen the drunken miners 
making the streets indecent after night; the 
peddling of bad liquor to the hoodlum ele- 
ment which is so startlingly large in many 
towns of the coal belt. : 

Her husband was a liquor raider by con- 
viction and profession. Thus, when men came 
to him and offered him work as the official 
raider of the Ku Klux Klan neither he nor’ 
she stopped to question whether the cure was 
worse than the disease. In Southern: Illinots 
the klan, is esséntially| a prohihition party. 
Prohibition law enforcement is the funda- 
mental issue. Race and religion have little 
to do with it.

Had To Be Taken From the Wreck by Force—Ship Was 
Bound for Philadelphia From Rio de Janeiro, Sailing 
Shorthanded With a Crew of 14 Portuguese and, Three 
Italians—Rescued by Shipping Board Vessel.

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 31. 

HE four-masted schooner Manuel Cara- 
T «=. 69 days out of Rio de Janeiro, ran 

into a hurricane’ that carried away her 
rigging on Jan. 6. Five days later her crew 
of 17 men were taken off by the Shipping 
Board freighter Kenowis, and the Manuel 
Caragol set afire as a menace to navigation. 
Her skipper, Jose Mogano, who had once be- 
fore refused to desert a doomed ship, was 
taken from the burning vessel by force. 

When a few days ago in New York he was 
asked to tell the story of the last voyage of 
, the Manuel Caragol, Capt. Jose at first re- 
fused. The Portuguese Consul-General urged 
him. 

“tf shall; but for ‘one reason,’’ Capt. Jose 
said in Portuguese, “for the greater glory of 
my country.” 

Capt. Jose learned his trade when he was § 
years old. He is 48 now, and all that time 
he has been at sea. He learned the business 
of being a sailor from men who had taught 
each other since the days of Prince Henry 
the Navigator, Vasco da Gama, and Amerigo 
Vespucci. The Portuguese were sailors when 
the English were bobbing around in basket- 
work coracles. The great Portuguese sailors 
are much more real to Capt. Jose than Wash- 
ington and Lincoln are to most Americans. 
It was necessary to reflect on Portuguese tra- 
ditions, he said, before he could tell of the 
last voyage of the Manuel Caragol. 

On Oct, 29, 1924, Capt. Jose ran up the 
flag of Portugal on his spanker, and tried 
to imagine how Amerigo would have scorned 
the great, awkward English and German 
tramps which filled the harbor of Rio. Capt. 
Jose is a wiry little scrap of a man, weighing 
perhaps 110 pounds, with thinning hair and 
rough, grizzled cheeks. It is impossible for 
him to speak sitting down, or with anything 
in his hands, for he must walk about and 
gesticulate.

The Manuel Caragol, as she slumbered at 
her dock in the rock-walled harbor of Rio de 


which when the schooner Mirches, bring hiss 
ing water close to your neck. The chicken 
coop went down in the galley. Tarpaulin was 
lashed over the winches, boats made fast 
with the sailor knots which are the earliest 
lore of civilization. 

From that night onwards until Jan. 6, 
1925, for 42 days, the Manuel Caragol fought 
the stormy seas to gain back to Philadelphia. 
Capt. Jose clung, a. wet, triumphant, sea-de- 
mon, to the spanker rigging, as two seamen 
grunted at the bucking wheel. The lean bow 
of the Manuel Caragol with her dead ‘eyes 
under romped ‘into the waves like a puppy 
into a fight. She shook herself joyously and 
coasted down their backs, to rise again in a 
snarl of spray. 


The monotony of days was stirred only by 
the cook’s perilous trips with food along the 
water polished deck to the after cabin. For 
the rest of the time, it was wet to bed, and 
wet up again. To set even the stays’l re 
quired the full crew, braced until their oil- 
skin trousers scraped the aeck, before the 
sheet could be brought over the winch head. 


The Manuel Caragol on Jan. 6 was 3090 
miles off New York. So Capt. ‘Jose reckons it 
althoughyhe had lost track of the weary days. 
He had bécome a sitecession of sparks, like 
the gap in an electric circuit. The crew were 
dog-like automatons, 

Before dawn that morning, the wind out 
of the northwest fell upon_them. It was as 
if a workman of the sea had used a pneumatic 
hammer. There is no repeating what hap- 
pened. The schooner went cvYer like a shot 
doe. Her slender masts whipned crazily. All 
the deck gear leaped impatiently overside. 
Sheet and halliard ends wrapped themselves 
like snakes around masts and booms. 


The weight of the hull threw itself against 
the wind. Slowly the schooner righted itself, 
pressing the great sails against the sledge 
blow of the gale. With a crack like a sma! 
cannon, lost ‘in the wind, the sails tore from 
their bolt ropes. Twitching as a fallen horse 
does, the Manuel Caragol righted herself, and 
stood into the hurricane. 
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Janeiro, was a smart, able ship. She had : 
been built in Boston in 1917, as part of SS Sey 
the fleet laid down in the war emergency. 
Her descent from the glamour of war times 
to the dusty, truck-horse task of hauling 
cheap cargoes on a starvation diet had been 
swift.

Captain Jose appeared on deck, reeling from exhaustion like a drunken man, with a) 
light in his bloodshot eyes. His crew stared at him apathetically. In a sudden from 
desperation the skipper waved a revolver and pointed it at his head. Men leaped 
it away, and after a struggle managed to prevent him from pressing the trigger. 
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Now she was laden with animal bonés, fit 
for Yankee buttons and knife handles, value 
$32,000. Yet that did not spoil the smooth 
run of her deck lines, nor. the rake of her 
slim masts, nor the quick falling away of 
her stem. Her last crew had deserted to the 
gay, dirty cottages set back from the port's 
water front; it was a hopeless undertaking 
to round them up while their money lasted. 
So the schooner was short-handed with a 
makeshift crew. Capt. Jose Mogano had 
just taken the ship over, and he was very 
proud of his command, though mistrusting the 
seaworthiness of his helpers. 

There was cursing as the Manuel Caragol 
cleared frédm Rio that October day. Oaths 
start from the deep lungs of Portuguese sail- 
ors as they work; oaths breathed more for 
the sound than the malediction. In a crack- 
ling storm of these \the winches were started 
and the canvas set of the MAnuel Caragol. 

Besides Capt. Jose, there were 13 other 
Portuguese in the crew, two of them his 
friends, and three Italians. Aft of the 
fo’c’sle hatch, in a white-painted coop, was a 
hen to be killed for Christmas. 

Lying at her dock in Rio, the ship had 
been a thing with distinct parts, masts, deck 
houses, and hold. But as she lay down to 
the wind and her rigging stiffened and sang, 
she became a thing alive, to be studied and 
loved by sailor men. Her four great sails 
“were close-hauled, for the Manuel Caragol had 
head winds all the way, and life was lived on 
a slant as she ploughed ahead on the star- 
board tack day after Way. She crossed the 
Equator and nosed up undér an immense 
tropic sky through the West indies. 


The Hurricane Approaches 
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Capt. Jose hoped to make Philadelphia in 
85 days. On Nov. 25, only 27 days out, 
lay off Delaware Bay, 
next day. He turned in in the after cabin, 
fully dressed, with one eye on the glass, ready 
to catch any shift of the wind. In the sec- 
end watch a sailor came tumbling down the 
companionway with a warning for the cap- 
tain.

His Chart Begins 


ae 


After finishing high school in about half 
the usual time, he worked for a while and 
saved his money, having decided upon a Ca- 
reer at Harvard. He had his course plotted 
on a chart, already. There was so much 
studying to be done and so much time to do 
it in. If he reduced the time element he 
would have to expend more effort. He de- 
cided to go to Harvard on a three-four ratio: 
that is, he would make a four years’ course 
in three years by workifig harder. 

The ratio proved up. He graduated from 
Harvard in 1904 at the age of 19, completing 
the course in three years. The next step was 
to engage in business. He had resolved to be 
a statistician. He believed that there should 
be more statistics in business. It was -.his 
theory that charts should do for business 
what logarithms and slide-rules have done for 
mathematics. He would simplify business ac- 
counting. 

His friends at college warned him not to 
work for a corporation. Corporations, they 
told him, are soulless things, and he would 
get nowhere with them unless he ‘had influ- 
ence. But to Gifford the corporation was the 
ideal business. The corporation was run on 
books and figures; it had complicated sys- 
tems of accounting. He must work for a 
corporation by all means. He saw them in 
his dreams, these columns and columns of 
figures. He must get to figuring at once. 

So he wrote letters of application to the 
General Electric C6. and the Western Electric 
Co. In his haste he put the Western Electric's 
letter in the General] Electric's envelope and 


vice versa. The Western Electric, however, 


advised him of this so he wrote another ap- 
plication and was given a job as payroll clerk 
in its Chicago office. 

In a few weeks Gifford saw that the pay- 
roll clerks were doing a lot of unnecessary 
work. He devised a chart which enabled him 
and his colleagues to more easily figure the 
wages due workmen on a plece-work basis. 
The chart enabled one clerk to do the work 
of two and a third clerks—or some figure 
like that. i

‘He Steps Up 


Three years after he started with the West- 
ern Electric he was made assistant secretary 
and treasurer. His charts were becoming 
known. In New York they heard of the new 
man, and presently he was sent Hast to con- 
fer with high officials. 


Electric was manufacturing phone equipment 
for the American Telephone Co. and would be 
obliged to expand to keep pace wtih the phe- 
nomenal growth of its best customer, Would 
Gifford go to Boston and install a new system 
of accounting at the office there? If it worked 
the company might adopt his system in all its 
branches. 

Giffort simply reveled in the mass of fig- 
ures he found at Boston. He worked night 
and day with balance sheets and charts. So 
thorough was ‘his reorganization that even the 
old-stagers who sniffed at the chaft-era in 
business could see its feasibility. They sent 
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New York, and Gifford was told to organize 
a statistical bureau for the company. 

One day the late Theogore N. Vail, then 
president of the Western Electric Co., sent 
for Gifford. 

“Can you get me some figures on the use 


of the telegraph?” he asked.

Gifford reviled himself for being unable to 
click his heels together and reply, “Sir, the 
telegraph system at present is being used by 
19.9 peg cent of the adult population of the 
I'nited States and is 86.2 per cent efficient.”’ 

But he had no charts, confound it, he had 
no charts. All he could say WpS, “T'll get 
them up for you, Mf. Vail.” ‘ 

He resolved as he hastened back to his sta- 
tistics that never again would he be caught 
napping like that. He got together the fig- 
ures on the telegraph matter, and decided to 
enlarge the scope of his bureau to include all 
essential facts of the telephone and telegraph 
business, and also of other businesses as well. 

Through figures supplied by Gifford, Pres- 
ident Vail learned that the telegraph lines 
were not handling all the traffic they had 
capacity for. So Vail devised the night and 
day letter system, providing for deferred serv- 
ice during slack time at lower rates. This 
service is now a large item in the telegraph 
business of the country. 

When Henry B. Thayer became president 
of the Western Electric, and when later this 
company was allied with the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., Gifford stood in line 
to profit by the new -alliance. One of the 
things that brought him favorably to Thay- 
er’s notice was his plan enabling employes 
of the company to buy stock on time payment. 
This plan has been extended until now more 
than 70,000 of the corporation's 300,000 em- 
ployes own about $50,000,000 worth of stock.

“By no means quit work. Go after it as 
hard as you like. Cut down the cigars to 10 
a day. Do just one thing-—drink at least a 
quart of milk a day.” 

So on milk and trial balances Gifford won 
back to health. His hand grew steadier as 
he traced graph lines and his old mastery 
of charts, réturned. 

He walthat the heart of the business. Its 
net resufts were always before him. He saw 
in summary its strength and weaknesses. 
Gains here and losses there were known to 
him, even before the president called for re- 

orts. His bureau was the clearing house of 
all information. He knew the A. T. & T. down 
to the last telephone pole. 

When the United States entered the war 
the Government needed somone who would 
undertake an inventory of 27,000 American 
manufacturing concerns so that they might 
be mobilized for production. The Bell Sys- 
tem loaned Giff@rd for this work, under an 
agreement that he was to return in 90 days 
But when the time was up the War Depart- 
ment wanted to keep him. This was a war 
of figures as well as bullets. Someone had 
to keep the books. And Gifford was drafted 
as director of the Council of National Defense.

Groundhog and His Day

Read all about the 
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HE one day of the year When 
would rather see bad weather, 
gocd, will arrive tomorrow. Some 
will note carefully. the amount of rain 
or snow which fails; should there be 
any at all, and will rejoice at a gen- 
erous quantity of jit. Others do not 

long fora storm, but will be pleased if the sun mere- 
ly fails to shine. 

In Ameriea it is called Groundhog Day, this second 
of February, which is supposed to reveal the kind of 
weather that may be expected during the next six 
weeks. Half jokingly and half in earnest, the public 
watches to see whe day brings with it any 
sublizht. The less sunshine on that day, the more 
there will be in succeeding weeks. 

The woodchuck, popularly named groundhog, 
craw!s into his burrow in the late autumn, and hiber- 
nates through the cold and sleet and snow of the win- 
ter months. So much, at least, is fact. But on Feb- 
ruary second, exactly, his slumbers are troubled by 
dreams of luscious roots and bark, which would be 
so acceptable to a very empty little stomach. 

Now we have crossed the dim frontier between fact 
and legend. 

The groundheg has been asleep for many weeks 
in his dark burrow—so long, in fact, that he has for- 
gotten all about that strange companion of animals 
and man which is called the shadow. He would have 
possessed no shadow in his winter home, even if be 
had been awake to look for it. 

So, quite forgetful on that point, the groundhos 
cautiously emerges from his burrow on the fateful 
day. If the day is stormy or dark, nothing but a very 
keen appetite troubles the newly awakened wood- 
ehuck, who goes on his way rejoicing. But if the 
day chances to be sunny, he is frightened by his sha 
dow and dashes back to the safety of his snug cham- 
ber. 

There is another and more fanciful version of the 
story about the activities of the groundhog on the 
day which has been named for him. Many other ani- 
mals have been credited with foreknowledge of 
weather conditions. Thus, some of them are sup- 
posed to grow thicker fur or to lay up an extra sup- 
ply food, when an unusually severe winter ap- 
proaches. 

But the little groundhog knows, or is supposed to 
know, that fair weather on Feb. 2 is ominous; and 
that sunlight is proof positive of more winter on the 
way. Hence, he begins to forage or he returns to 
slumber, according as he finds foul weather or fair 
above ground. 

The shadow of the groundhog, on his own particu- 
lar day when the sun is shining, is more than a 
woodchuck’s shadow. It is the shadow of Feb. 2, 
and it extends around the world, wherever are 
people who believe in the old legend. Statisties are 
not available, of course, but doubtless there are mil- 
lions upon whom the radiance of a too cheerful Feb. 
2 casts its shadow of impending bad weather. 

The supposed importance of Feb. 2 as a weather 
indicator is not an American institution, by any 
means. That well-known work, “The Book of Days,”’ 
by R. Chambers, terms it ‘‘a universal superstition 
throuchout Christendom,” and connects it with the 
importance attached for ages to Candlemas, which 
falls on the second day of February.

it seems to have been imported by the Ger- 
mans, who have two interesting proverbs about this 
date on the calendar. One proverb says: 

“The shepherd would rather see the wolf enter his 
stable on Candlemas Day than the sun.’ And the 
other one declares: “The badger peeps out of his 
hole on Candlemas Day, and when he finds snow 
walks abroad; but if he sees the sun shining he 
draws back into his hole.” 

The reeonnoitering of weather conditions Is 
ascribed to different animals in the legends of for- 
eign countries. Thus, in Northern lands, it is-¢he 
bear who comes forth on Feb. 
if the sky is overeast, the day cold and cheerlegs, 
then winter virtually has ended. But a ‘clear sky 
and mild temperatures he recognizes as a temporary 
phenomenon, to be followed soon by a renewal of 
wintry severity. 

The Germans, as noted, chose the badger as their 
four-footed weather prophet. But immigrants to 
America, although they brought the quaint supersti- 
tion with them, did not bring an¥ badgers. Perhaps 
the steamship companies objected, or certain facts 
about America, such as the distribution of the Ameri- 
can species of badger, may have been misrepresent- 
ed to the neweomers. At any rate, badgers here are 
little known cast of the Mississippi River. BHormerly 
they ranged from Ohio westward, but now are almost 


unknown east of the great plains, except in Minne- 
sota. 


The best substitute for the wise badger of Ger- 
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many seemed to be the woodchuck, or sroundhog, a 
species of marmot (Arctomys monax), quite similar 
in appearance to the badger and often mistaken for 
it. although smaller. The groundlos inhabite North 
America from Hudson Bay.to South 
is ple ntiftul as far west as Nebraska, where the apéci- 
men shown on this page was born and photogranp! red. 

‘The groundhog is a Vegetarian, often destructive 
ops of red clover or alfalfa and to ¢ arly garden 
crops. During the year which ended on June 1 lasf, 
Jersey County, Ill., paid 200 25 cents 
cach on groundhog sealps. A 
houn County, Dl., was paving 
eause groundhogs were killing so many youns apple 
trees, by gnawing off the bark. And in Stark Coun- 
v, IL, last year, poison gas was used against them. 

Some communities, evidently, are getting mighty 
careless about advance tips on the weather. Let it 
he remembered that many persons believe in the wis- 
dom of the groundhog, or rather in the theory upon 
which he is supposed to act when he sizes up the 
weather prevailing on Feb. 2; and the belief prevails 
most strongly in agricuftural communities, where 
weather means more than it does in the cities. 

And, to a degree, the importance with which Feb. 
2, or Candlemas, is invested by old-fashioned persons

day bas been regarded as the turning poinf in the 
weather of the young year. Rural England, for ex- 
ample, furnishes more old proverbs about Candle- 
mas, and the significance then of fair skies or foul, 
than about any other day in the calendar. 

Indeed, the festival of Candlesmas goes back to 
the days of imperial Rome and marvelous Greece. 
There is even a theory that Candlemas, festival in 
the Anglfran, Catholic and Greek churches, antedates 
the pagans of classical times and perpetuates an an- 
nual eeremony which first arose in the days of pre- 
historic men. , 

Candlemas goes back at least to the Greek nature 
inyth of Demeter and her daughter Persephone, who 
were taken over into Roman mythology under the 
names of Ceres and Proserpina, respectively. Ceres 
was the goddess of grain, a dignity which seems to 
have been shared With Proserpina. The latter was 
stolen by Pluto and hidden underground from her 
mother, who sought her in vain. Finally an agree- 
ment was reached that Proserpina should spend two- 
thirds of the year with her mother, Ceres; and one-

Many of the details of Candlemas, as formally ob- 
served, indicate that it {s a Christianization of the 
pagan Februalia celebrated in ancient Rome at about 
the same time of year. Pope Pius XII said so in 
the course of a sermon, as follows: 

“Why do we in this feast carry candles? Because 
the Gentiles (ancient Romans) dedicated the month 
of February to the infernal gods, and as at the be- 
ginning of it Pluto stole Proserpina, and her mother, 
Ceres, sought her in the night with lighted candles, 
so they, at the beginning of this month, walked 
about the city with lighted candles... Because the 
holy fathers couki not extirpate this custom, they 
ordained that Christians should carry about candles 
in honor of the Blessed Virgin; and thus what was 
done before to the honor of C¥res is now done to 
the honor of the Virgin.” 

Feb. 2, being the fortieth day ose: the birth of 
Christ, was the day on which, according to Lev’ tical 
rules; the ceremonies of the purification of the 
mother, and the presentation of the son in the tem- 
ple, should occur. It derives other names from 
these incidents, and in England is known colloquial- 
ly also as “The Wivés’ Feast.” |

The trial lasted for four days. Edalji was con- 
victed by the jury and sentenced to seven years’ 
penal servitude. The Assistant Chairman of Quar- 
ter Sessions, who presided at the trial, when after- 
wards consulted about the conviction, reported that 
he and his colleagues were strongly of opinion that 
the conviction was right. 


Edalji had been in prison for three years when 
my attention was, by accident, directed to the case.

It was late in 1906 that I chanced to pick up a 
paper led The Umpire, and my eye caught an 
article which was a statement of his case, made 
by himself, though how he smuggled it out of prisoo 
I know not.

As I read, the unmistakable accent of truth fixed 
itself upon-my attention, and I realized that I was 
in the presence of an appalling tragedy, and that I 
was called upon to do what I might to set it right. 


I got other papers on the case, studied the origina! 
trial, went up to Staffordshire and saw the family, 


almost comic had they not had so 
tragic « result with regard to the Edalji family. 

The original theory at the trial had heen that 
Edalji had committed the particular mutilations 
with which he was charged some time in the late 
evening. This line of attack broke down compiete- 
ly, as he was able to advance a certain alibi. In 
the middle of the case, therefore, the police prosecn- 
tion shifted its ground and advanced the new the- 
ory that it was done in the early hours of the morn- 
ing. 

George Edalji, as it happened, slept in the same 
room as his father, tke parish vicar. The laiter is a 
light sleeper and is accustomed, as many people are, 
to assure privacy by turning the key of his room 
He swore that George never left the room during 
the night. This may not constitute an absolute alibi 
in the eyes of the law, but it is difficult to imag'ne 
anything nearer to one, unless a sentinel had been 
placed outside the door all night.

PPETLZING odors that say ‘‘Food”’ to tbe 
small brains of hungry imsects are the 
latest allies of man in his war on the 
hordes of “bugs’’ preying on his -agri- 
culture. 

As one of the pieces of apparatus vital 

. to the new insect-war plans, the olfacto- 
meter is being developed by Dr. N. E. Meindoo in 
the laboratories of the United States Department of 
Agriculture’s Bureau of Entomolegy. This is a 
device that will help bring death to millions of in- 
sects. ~In spite of its fermidable name, ft is fairly 
simple. It is used to determine the odor that is 
most pleasing to a certain kind of insect. That 
odor can then be employed as bait to lure the in- 
sects of the tribe to destruction. 

The olfactometer is being developed because in 
the great war on insects scientists are Concentrat- 
ing more and more closely on the enemy's sense 
of smell. Seme years ago entomologists began to 
make experiments to find out what senses are funda- 
mental in the insect worid, To human beings the 
sense of sight is most 
important, far more im- 
portant than touch, 
taste, temperature, 
smell or even hearing. 
But meny insects have 
such erudely developed _ 
eyes that they could not 
survive by depending on 
the amount of sight they 
possess. Instinct is no 
longer a satisfactory ex- 
planation of mysterious 
behavior in the world of 
Jjower animals. Nor ¢o 
many scientists believe 
that insects are guided 
by senses that are total- 
iy unknown to map. 

Researches by Dr. Me- 
indoo and some other 
entomologists have indi-

OME of the more recent discoveries re- 

garding the properties and powers of ultra- 

violet light have been marvelous. For the 

general run of folks they may have lacked 

the intimate touch which gives human in- 

terest to a story. But there is at least

them as eagerly as the baseball fan and football 
rooter follow the fortunes of the home team. 

“Hot dog!” he must have cried, exultingly, more 
than once as he read how the rays were growing 
super-chickens at the University of Maine and 
apparently turning quicksilver into gold at a tech- 
nical college in Germany and making young min- 
nows grow two tails and four eyes at the University 
of Chicago. ‘“‘That’s the same stuff that cured me.” 

This ultra-violet. enthusiast is the “blue man,” 
blue ne more, but relieved of his strange affliction, 
thanks to treatgnent with the “invisible light’’ which 
was administered to him recently at Broad Street 
Hospital, in New York City. 

It is 20 years now since the use in medicine of 
these highly actinic rays, first investigated and re- 
ported on by Prof. Niels R. Finsen, noted Danish 
physician, attracted general notice. The “Finsen 
light,”” as it was:called, became the popular-science 
fad of the hour.’ Great things were expected of it. 

In due course of time the inevitable reaction fol- 
lowed this optimism. In this particular instance 
it was accentuated because charlatans had been 
alert to exploit the credulity of the lay public. 
Quickly as popularity had ~waxed, it waned and the 
Finsen light treatment sank into a place of disfavor. 

The reclamation of the “blue man,”’ of which the 
writer recently obtained confirmation from the 
authorities of Broad Street Hospital, was brought 
about by one of these contriv- 
ances, plus a random piece of 
talk. 

Included in the equipment of 
the institution were several of 
the quartz mercury lamps, such 
as are employed in other hos- 
pitals to treat certain skin ail- 
ments, particularly cases of 
eczema and the stubborn, tricky 
disease called psoriasis, which 
is commonly ranked among the 
“incurable” afflictions. 

At Broad _ street, as else- 
where, the ultra-violet treat- 
ment was, for a long time un- 
‘ertain and disappointing. Some 
eases were healed by the irradi- 
ation. Some were improved. 
Some showed no apparent bene- 
fit. And then a story told by 
a patient resulted in the adop- 
ion of a revised technique from 
which results so noteworthy in 
their uniform success were 
achieved that the treatment is 
now a standard method at the 
hospital. 

This patient had-a severe ec- 
zema of long standing. In giv- 
ing the history of his case to 
the examining physicians, he 
happened to mention the pecul- 
iar effect on him of sea bath- 
ing. Whenever he took a séa , 
bath, he said, and then sunned 
himself on the beach long 
enough to burn and peel, he ob- 
tained temporary relief from 
his skin affegtion.

“Another light ray which is being experimented 
upon therapeutically is the infra-red ray, which also 
is an invisible ray, but has a very much longer wave 
length than the ultra-violet. On the spectrum it is 
found between the visible red ray and the wireless 
or radio ray. This ray has the power of deep pene- 
tration in the human tissue and is there converted 
into heat. 

“It is still too early to predict to what extent 
this ray will be of wse to the medical profession. 
But from reports atUhand from various sources, it 
seems that the infra-red ray, too, in the course of 
time will become a valuable therapeutic agent.” 

There is nothing ‘violet’ about the ultra-violet 
rays except their position in the spectrum From 
the red end of the spectrum to the violet end, the 
light waves decrease in length. Beyond (which in 
Latin is ultra) the violet, they become invisible. 
Not even the visible light given off by a mercury 
quartz lamp in producing ultra-violet rays is quite 
violet in color. Instead, the visible radiance of such 
a lamp is purplish, or a bluish-green. 

The tube in such a lamp is made of quartz, not 
glass, for the reason that the ultra-violet rays easily 
penetrate quartz, but do not penetrate glass. Thus, 
ordinary window glass filters out all, or near) 
all, of the ultra-violet rays in sunlight, which + 
plains why sunlight in the open is so much 
beneficial than sunlight which comes throu a 
window pane.

heatless. Recently, the manufacture of fused quartz 
has been begun on a commercial basis, making avail- 
able a much more desirable glass for nurseries, 
chicken houses, greenhouses, dwellings and windows 
and doors in general where health is a consideration. 


Some remarkable things have been done by means 
of ultra-violet rays, or “artificial sunlight,’ at the 
University of Maine, where experiments were direct- 
ed by President C. C. Little of the university and 
Dr. W. T. Bovie, professor at the Harvard Medical 
School. 

In experiments with a brood of pedigreed chicks, 
the r indicated not only that larger and 
stronger chicks can be raised under the rays of the 
quartz mercury lamp, but also that such fow!s ar 
healthier. Chicks raised in the sunlight which had 
filtered throuch ordinary window glass were much 
more subject to rickets and other diseases. 

Because the vital difference between ordinary 
window glass and the quartz of the lamp is thg 
ultra-violet rays cannot pass through the former, 
Dr. Bovie said that children would benefit as much 
as chicks from the 
use of window glass 
made from clear 
fused quartz.

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Say, by Lord Gladstone and all the forces 
of the Home Office, would have been in- 
credible had I not actually examined the 
facts. 

However, so far as Edalji’s release 
from prison went, it was not long before 
that -was accomplished. The articles 
caused a storm, of indignation through 
the country. .Truth had already taken 
up, the defense; Sir George Lewis, and 
other forces joined the good work. A 
committee was formed by the Govern- 
ment to examine the report. It consist- 
ed of Sir Arthur Wilson, the Hon. John 
Lloyd Wharton and Sir Albert de Rut- 
zen. Their finding, which came to 
hand in June, was a compromise docu- 
ment, for, though they were severe upon 
the condemnation of Edalji and saw no 
evidence which associated him with the 
crime, they still clung to the theory 
that he had written the anonymous let- 
ters, that he had, therefore, been him- 
self contributory to the miscarriage of 
justice, and that, for this reason, all 
compensation for his long period of suf- 
fering should be denied him. 

It was a wretched decision, and the 
Law Society, at the prompting of Sir 
George Lewis, showed what they 
thought of it by at’ once re-admitting 
Edalji to the Roll of Solicitors, with 
leave to practice, which they wonld 
never have done had they thought him 
eapable of dishonorable conduct. But 
the resnit stands. To this day this un- 
fortunate man, whose humble famfly 
has paid many hundreds of pounds in 
expenses, has never been able to get one 
shilling of compensation for the wrong 
done. It is a blot upon the record of 
English justice, and even now it should 
be wiped out. 

It is to be remembered that the man 
was never tried for Writing the letters— 
a charge which could fiot have been 
maintained—so that as the matter 
stands he has got mo redress for three 
years of admitted false imprisonment 
on the score that he did something 
else for which he has never been tried. 
What a travesty of justice! -The Dafly 
Telegraph got up a subscription for 
him which ran to some 300 pounds. 
The,first use he made of the money was 
to repay an old aunt whb had advanced 
the funds for his defense. He came to 
my wedding reception, and there was 
no guest whom I was prouder to see. 

So far, my work had been satisfac- 
tory. Where I caused myself great 
trouble was that in my logal exploration 
at Wyrley I had come across what 
seemed to me a very direct clew as to 
both the writer—or, rather, writers— 
of the letters, and also of the identity of 
the mutilator—though the latter word 
may also have been in he plural. I be- 
came interested, the more so as the facts 
were very complex and I had to do 
with people who were insane as well as 
criminal. I have several] letters threat- 
ening my life, in the same writing as 
those which assailed the Edaljis—a fact 
which did not appear to shake in the 
least the Home Office conviction that 
George Edalji had written them all 
Mentally, 1 began to class the Home Of- 
fice officials as insane also.

dawn in the gayest of spirits. Un- 
doubtedly the weather -was auspicious 
(comparatively); they may have waited 
several days for favorable omens. They 
were dressed as warmly as is compat- 
ible with free movement; presumably 
they carried thermos bottles of hot cof- 
fee or soup, food, ice axes, alpenstocks 
and ropes. Even in June, the mountain 
horse, which from personal experi- 
ence I know will climb a cliff to avoid 
snow a foot deep, would be nseless. So 
that the round trip of 14 miles had to 
be made on foot. The mountaineers 
must have been equipped with skis or 
snowshoes. From the aqgfint of Kien- 
er, the survivor, they e to make 
the trip in one day, as is easily done in 
summer. * 

One fancies that the three-mile climb 
to Timber Line Cabin was accom- 
plished with no great difficulty. But 
at that point the route determined upon 
shifts from the usual trail sharply to 
the left. Up and they went, over 
huge billows of snow, to the summit of 
Mill’s Moraine, one flank of the gorge 
sliced by the glacier which has decap- 
itated Long’s Peak. 

tI have heard of women suddenly 
bursting into tears when they pause to 
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and 


peer over the rim of’ this gorge, 


I know that my bair almost stood 
end when first; without warning, 
surmounted it and looked down at the 
pit on the other side. But for Miss 
VYaille and her companion, it was no 
doubt commonplace, and they continued 
‘without a tremor along the trail which 
skirts the precipice and which leads 
ito Chasm Lake. 

Half a mile further op, the travelers 
were confronted. by their real task— 
the 1500-foot precipice. This climb I am 
unable to describe, as I have never 
/made it. But from talks with Prof. 
Alexander I should judge that it is 
largely a feat of zigzagging back and 
forth along cracks in the rock, with 
toe and finger holds of an inch or so, 
like a human fly climbing 10 skyscrap- 
ers piled one above the other. 

With ice and snow added to the nat- 
ural difficulties, the undertaking must 
have been infinitely, lajorious—a way 
to be won inch by inch, with a single 
failure of judgment, one moment of 
relaxed concentration, meaning death 
'on the rocks beneath. The difficulty 
| may be’ gauged by the fact that Miss 
'Waille and Kiener did not arrive in 
striking distance of the summit until 
sundown—an hour when they expected 
to be well along on the return trip. 

The weather at these heights is in- 
credibly treacherous. On the top of 
Long’s Peak the sun may be shining at 
one moment, and the next you are ifn 
the center of a storm of snow, sleet 
and lightning. Such a mishap occurred. 
When not far from the top, Miss Vaille 
and Kiener were assailed suddenly by 
a blizzard, and the temperafure, as their 
thermometer showed, dropped to 50 
degrees below zero. 

Return the way ther had come would 
be fatal, for every mountain cltmber 
knows that, save for the labor of breath- 
ing, a descent is more exharsting than 
an ascent. And to climb down the 
east face of Long’s at night? It was 
certain death. So the adventurers de-
